WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court, .continuing n dccndc- 
long trend limiting the rights of 
prison-inmates, gave ofTtcials broad 
power Mohda"y~to decide what 
prisoners may read and who may 
visit them. 

In a pair of 6-3 rulings, the court 
made it easier for prison officials to 
censor reading materials behind
